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Faulty Nutrition and Abortion 


By GEO. H. CONN, D. V. M., B. S. A. H. 








OR the past quarter of a century there has been a 
F protracted effort by all interested parties to control 

and eradicate abortion from our cattle herds. While 
for many years the causative factor of this condition had 
been looked upon as a specific germ, it is an evident fact 
that a modification of this belief is the only possible way 
in which those interested can explain the failure to get 
anything like satisfactory results in the handling of this 
very serious condition and the many attendant conditions 
that resulted from it. It should not require much argu- 
ment to convince even the most skeptical and the most 
prejudiced that a quarter of a century is long enough to 
determine the usefulness and value of the theory when we 
have had such ample means and opportunity of trymg It. 


Prevalence and Spread of the Disease 


A very noticeable feature about the spread of abortion 
in this country is the fact that it has appeared with greater 
regularity and with greater severity in those old estab- 
lished regions where dairying has been improved through 
breeding and selection of animals for high records and 
where the land has been depleted by many years of crop- 
ping; as dairying spread westward and the land is be- 
coming robbed or depleted of its mineral elements through 
the crops that it has produced for the past years, this dis- 
ease has gradually spread into these regions. It is a 
well known fact that little or no abortion is found on the 
ranges of the western states and a very small percentage 
of that can be credited to infection. It is a fact that fol- 
lowing some seasons there is occasionally some abortion 
in such regions but it can be accounted for by the fact 
that the forage does not contain a sufficient amount of 
mineral matter or inorganic elements, due to drought, 
short seasons and other contributing causes. 


Analysis of the Specific Germ Theory 


It is the opinion of many experts at this time that the 
germ that causes abortion is taken up by the animal with 
the feed or the drinking water, and that it passes through 
the digestive tract of the animal, finally finds its way to 
the uterus and then passes through the uterin walls into 
the uterus, where it sets up an inflammation, which is 
soon followed by the secretion that is found in such cases; 
this secretion loosens the attachments of the covering 
of.the foetus and when this connection between the mother 
and the unborn calf is severed the calf is expelled from the 
uterus and we term it abortion. It hardly seems logical 
to. think that the germ that is said to cause abortion 
could travel such a distance through the animal’s body 
and not leave any traces of damage in its passage from 
the mouth to the uterus, yet the most careful examination 
fails to reveal any such changes that may be attributed 
to it. This is hardly in keeping with the general behavior 
of germ life that is found in the animal’s body in large 
enough numbers to cause a diseased condition; we know 
for a certainty that if tubercular germs enter the animal’s 
‘body in any appreciable numbers they will produce lesions 
or changes in certain portions of the body. The lymph 
glands, whose purpose is that of catching or holding up 
disease germs as they pass through the blood stream, will 
filter out the germs and then we will have an inflammation 
and in many cases an abcess. The same can be said of the 
streptococcus germ which causes boils or abscesses; if it 
gains access to the body it is caught in these filters and 
we have changes here that are very noticeable. 

It is a well known fact that practically all known 
germs that cause disease in cattle affect both young and 
old alike-with a few exceptions. It seems reasonabie to 
suppose that if the abortion germ can cause the death or 
at least the expulsion of the unborn calf by the damage 
that it produces after it gains access to the uterus, it 
surely should have some detrimental effect upon the 
mother while it is gaining access to the uterus. It is a 
well demonstrated fact that tubercular mothers wifll give 
birth to calves that are as healthy as those from a tu- 
berculosis-free mother, and if the calves are taken from 
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the cow as soon as they are dropped they are no mo 

likely to contract this disease than calves from cows that 
are not affected with it. The writer fails to see why th 
uterus will filter out certain germs as they are carried 
through the blood stream to the unborn calf and why it 
permits others that are much more inactive to pass 
through into the uterus to cause such serious conditions, 


Abortion Germ Very Easily Destroyed 


This germ which is said to cause abortion and which 
is known as Corynebacterium Abortus infectiosi, is one 
of the most easily destroyed germs that we have to cop. 
tend with; as 1 per cent carbolic acid solution will] destroy 
it in one minute, a 1 per cent acetic acid in 20 minutes, a 
.05 per cent bichloride of mercury solution in 15 seconds, 
It being evident that this germ is very easily destroyed, 
we fail to see why it should cause the condition that is at- 
tributed to it in the way that experts contend that it does. 
Even though this germ be injected into a cow or when 
present from natural causes it seems to leave no detri- 
mental effect on her. 


We are aware of the fact that certain substances and 
also certain germs have a special attraction or affinity for 
certain other substances, with which they readily become 
identified, but we see no connection for such in this case, 
However, we do not contend that infection does not play 
an important part in the causation of this condition, but 
so far as being contagious we cannot conceive of it. Even 
granting that infection plays an important part, we are 
of the opinion that the question of nutrition plays by far 
the most important part in the causation of this condition. 


Presence of the Germs Not an Indication of Abortion 


It has been demonstrated repeatedly that the animal 
may have the abortion germs in her system and yet not 
always abort; in fact, there seems to be no very close 
connection in this respect. We do not know what per 
‘cent of the cows that react to the blood test for this con- 
dition will abort, but we dare say that this is largely de- 
pendent upon the state of nutrition in which the animal is 
kept, her age, her production during the intervening period 
and the nature of the feed that she receives. The fact 
that many well bred heifers abort with their first calf is 
pretty good evidence that something other than just the 
germ is responsible for this condition. If this would be 
true we are inclined to think that abortion would be more 
likely to affect older cows, since they are kept in closer 
confinement than are young animals, hence they do not 
have the advantages of exercise and sunlight to the same 
extent as do the young animals that are not in milk. 


Why Abortion Occurs at Certain Times 


To one familiar with abortion under field conditions 
it at once becomes apparent that there is certainly some 
cause for such a large proportion of. abortions occurring 
at from 5% to 7 months in the cow; it does not seem 
reasonable that the germs would live in the uterus for 
many weeks waiting for just this stage in the develop 


‘ment of the young to begin its’ work and to do its dam- 


age; it is evident that there is some other reason for the 
occurrence of an abortion at this time. As we see it, the 
state of nutrition plays the deciding hand here as it is 
known that at about this stage of the development of the 
foetus the greatest growth takes place. When this growth 
takes place the animal does not secure enough of all the 
vital elements in the feed to maintain her own body and 
that of the unborn calf as well. The older cow does not 
have the body growth requirement to take care of, thus 
escaping this condition even though she is producing 
large amounts of milk. It is obviously much easier on 
the mature animal to produce milk while carrying her 
young than it is for the young animal to maintain a vigor- 
ous growth during her first pregnancy period and fre 
quently during the second period as well.

HE Third Brentwood National Sale has passed into 

{ history. It presents a chapter worthy of our careful 

study. In the first place the sale represented what 
was probably the best bunch of cattle of our breed ever as- 
sembled for a sale. Records, breeding and outstanding 
individuality ran through the sale from beginning to end 
It was advertised more liberally, perhaps, than any other 
Holstein sale that has ever been held except possibly the 
Minnesota National in 1920. It represented honesty, in- 
tegrity, square dealing on the part of both management 
and consignors and held the entire confidence of the public. 
The best breeders in the land had given Mr. Davidson per- 
mission to pick out practically whatever he wanted in 
their herds. 

The Brentwood Sale, then, represented the best of the 
breed sold under ideal conditions so far as the sale itself 
was concerned and, as we have pointed out before, must 
be taken somewhat as a barometer of present conditions 
in the industry. 

It seems fair to assume that the results of the Brent- 
wood Sale are quite an accurate indication of the cash 
prices that Holsteins of top quality will command today: 

What is the reason for the lowered selling prices hung 
up in this sale? It is our belief that the whole answer 
lies in the present status of business and financial condi- 
tions. The going has been rather hard for the farmer 
and breeder for the past year and a half or more and 
while the prices of farm commodities have taken a most 
encouraging rise during the past few months the effect 
is not sufficiently felt as yet to be reflected particularly 
in the prices paid for the cattle at Brentwood. The cash 
to pay the prices which every breeder present admitted the 
animals should have brought, simply was not available. 
The common plaint around the ring side when some of 
the outstanding offerings were going at prices only a 
fraction, perhaps, of what we have come to regard as their 
real value, “if I only had the money, I would own her.” 

The breeders wanted to pay larger prices; they were 
in no sense discouraged over the outlook for the industry; 
it was simply a question of available cash at the particular 
time of the sale. As the effect of higher prices for farm 
commodities becomes felt more generally, we look to see 
that condition reflected in higher prices for good cattle 
of our breed. 

Getting back, however, to the Brentwood Sale, an av- 
erage of $801 for 187 head is nothing to be discouraged 
over. In fact, we should be proud of our industry in 
coming through as well as it did. We are justified in 
looking at these as rock bottom prices and they are by 
no means at a ruinous level. 

We must ask ourselves the question: are reasonable 
prices a bad thing for the industry? As a result of the 
Brentwood Sale many herds have added individuals which 
will have a big influence in shaping the ideals and in bring- 
ing about the approximation of those ideals to the real

advantage not only of the breeders concerned but of th 
entire industry. The results of this sale serve notics on 
the entire public that now is the time to buy Holsteing 
Breeders and dairymen who have been sort of on the 
fence waiting for prices to strike the bottom ‘should — 
have the assurance that Holstein prices are thoroughly 
stabilized and that with imvroving financial conditj : 
our prices will seek a somewhat higher level. = 


The Brentwood Sale illustrated again the importance 
of conformation in establishing values. The grand 
champion female of the show from a 14-lb. two-yearolq 
brought $600 more than the daughter of the world’s cham- 
pion milk producer, which was not in the show at all, 
The grand champion, however, even though from a low 
record dam was by a sire whose daughters have a habit 
of breaking production records, which illustrates another 
point in the development of the Holstein situation ang 
that is, our breeders are using more discrimination i, 
their sense of values. First of all they insist upon a 
good individual and they insist upon a pedigree which 
gives promise of production, even though that promise 
may not be expressed in the large records of the im. 
mediate dams. 

Along this same line it was interesting to note that 
the blue ribbon winners of the Brentwood Show without 
exception had large production records and. the young 
animals had strong producing pedigrees. The two first 
prize winning cows in the milking and dry classes both 
had records above 1,000 lbs. in a year and presented pedi- 
grees replete with production. Going further down the 
line, the first prize two-year-old had a 22-lb. seven day 
record and the first prize yearling was sired by a son of 
King Segis out of a 24-lb. daughter of another great son, 
The grand champion bull of the show was from the 
world’s champion over all breeds for one year and two 
years butter production. With the complete pedigrees 
before them, the spectators at the Brentwood show could 
not fail to appreciate the significance of the connection 
between type and production which was so evident from 
beginning to end in the placing of the awards. 





We mentioned the intergrity and square dealing ex- 
emplified in this sale. We can perhaps best illustrate 
the point by mentioning a specific instance. During the 
sale of a certain animal, Mr. Davidson was one of the 
bidders, the animal finally being struck off to him on his 
bid of $1,200. A telegram to Mr. Davidson was then read 
which authorized him to buy the cow bidding up to $2,000 
if necessary to get her. Those who are familar with 
sale ring practice will know that it has been very unusual 
for buyers sending in similar instructions by wire to get 
their animals for any less than the top amount authorized, 
the practice being justified by the argument that if the 
party had not been willing to pay the top amount he would 
not have set that limit. As we have seen it, the bidder in 
such a case is entitled to representation that would give 
him the animal under a bonafide sale at the next price above 
what anyone else at the sale is willing to pay, even though 
it might fall far short of the upper limit of his authori- 
zation. This instance in the Brentwood Sale is mention- 
ed as being typical of the plane on which it is conducted 
throughout. A reputation for that kind of dealing is worth 
building. 





In conclusion we want to express the hope that the 
Brentwood series of sales will continue. The industry 
needs such a market place. It needs to have such ideals 
of quality and integrity held up each year as a standard. 
We fully realize that it requires considerable nerve to 
go ahead with propositions of this kind in the face of 
the financial losses for the promoter that have attend 
previous sales in the series. We believe the Holstein 
public is coming to appreciate more completely what 
these sales mean and it is our conviction that if Mr. 
Davidson will go on with a sale another year he will Te 
ceive far better support than was the case in this event. 
No fault can be found with the way in which the breeders 
supported the sale from the standpoint of contributing 
the best animals of the breed but the buying support 
not measure up to the standards which Mr. Davidson 
and the consignors had the right to expect. Under more 
favorable conditions or even under the same conditions 
another year we believe that the buying support will be 
forthcoming. We wish, therefore, to urge thus publicly 
the continuation of the Brentwood series as a real adi 
necessary part of breed progress. 




















Crystalizing Ideas on Type 


ESULTS of the most far-reaching importance to the 
R Holstein-Friesian breeding industry may come from 


the show ring conference held in Philadelphia last - 


very strong and well balanced committee is now 
al gh the problem of what constitutes perfection in 
Holstein type and they are working on a plan whereby 
that perfect type will be perpetuated in a form under- 
standable by the layman as well as the experienced 
preeder or student. On another page of this issue ap- 
s an account of the meeting, with an outline of the 
idea upon which it is working. We want to say here 
just a word about the personnel of the committee. Of 
the eight members, five would qualify as experienced 
preeders, show men and judges, two are educators and 
extension workers as well as experienced judges and the 
eighth is a combination of breeder, show man and judge. 
This committee should be able to bring every angle to 
bear on the problem and they will command the highest 
confidence of the Holstein public. 

The fundamental problem of the show ring is to 
secure more uniformity on the part of the judges, that is, 
to bring it about if possible that all judges of Holsteins 
will be working towards exactly the same type. In the 
past, there has been some divergence whether to dif- 
ferent ideals held by the judges themselves or partly by 
misinterpretations of the sale of points. The committee 
is setting out to overhaul the scale of points and they 
are doing it by going right to the animals themselves and 
picking out the ideal characteristics from a great number 
of individuals which will be combined in a perfect com- 
posite. This perfect composite will be perpetuated 
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through clay models, which in life size, we vuderstand, will 
be furnished to the important agricultural colleges for use 
in instruction. This is no ‘idle task to ‘which the com- 
mittee has set itself. It is, in fact, a pretty large order 
but if the idea can be carried through in its original con- 
ception, we shall have accomplished a long step forward 
in the improvement of Holstein type. We will know 
better what we are working for and less effort will be 
wasted in working at cross purposes. The report of the 
committee will be awaited with much interest.

topic, the Doctor’s talk being very practical, giving in- 
structions as to the treatment of milk fever, garget, foul 
foot, etc. He emphasized the necessity of clean, sanitary 
stables and declared that most contagious and infectious 
diseases would give the breeder but little cause for worry 
if proper sanitary measures were practiced. 


T. A. Baker, Animal Husbandman at the University of 
Delaware gave a most valuable talk on “Balanced Rations 
from Home Grown Feeds.” In a very concise and interest- 
ing manner Professor Baker demonstrated how any dairy- 
man could calculate or balance a ration using a large pro- 
portion of grains and roughage such as are most commonly 
grown on the average Delaware farm. It was the opinion 
of the speaker that the average dairyman in Delaware did 
not supply his milking cows with sufficient protein to en- 
able them to produce to the best advantage, and recom- 
mended that every effort be made to grow a larger acreage 
of alfalfa wherever this could possibly be done. 


A short business session followed the regular program 
and J. R. Danks of Winterthur was nominated as a delegate 
to the National Convention to be held in Kansas City next 
June. The following resolution was unanimously passed, 
this being practically identical with the one passed at the 
recent Ohio meeting. 

Whereas: it has become apparent to a large majority of 
our members, that a mistake was made at the Syracuse 
meeting reducing the fee for the cost of issuing transfers 
and

The Philadelphia Conference on 
Judging Problems 





educators especially interested 

in the problems of the show ring 
was called by the Prize Committee 
of the National Association for March 
20 at Philadelphia. The conference 
was an outgrowth of the discussion 
of show ring problems which appear- 
ed in the Holstein-Friesian World and 
had for its fundamental purpose the 
improvement and standardization of 
the Holstein judging at our fairs. 


Fred Pabst presided at the confer- 
ence which was participated in by 
about forty interested men. The 
principal lines of discussion took up 
the question of revising the score card 
and means of perpetuating the ideals 
expressed by the score card and also 
a unification of judging practices. 

It was brought out in the discussion 
that the practical use of the score 
card is almost exclusively confined 
to teaching in our’ schools. The 
present score card was somewhat 
criticized by several speakers on ac- 
count of the difficulty in scoring a 
poor animal low enough with the 
system of discredits allowed. 

Secretary Houghton suggested that 
lantern slides be prepared showing 

‘ typical animals and that through the 
distribution of these slides uniform 
ideas of type might be promoted. 
Fred Pabst advanced the idea of pre- 
paring a clay model of the ideal 
Holstein cow which would set forth 
the details of ideal conformation more 
clearly than any score card or pic- 
ture could possibly do. 

The immediate result of the con- 
ference was the appointment of a 
committee of eight to bring in re- 
commendations on the general sub- 
ject of the show ring for consider- 
ations at the meeting in Kansas City 
next June. This committee, appoint- 
ed by the Executive Committee, con- 
sists of W. S. Moscrip, Chairman, R. 
E. Haeger, Prof. H. H. Kildee, Prof. 
T. E. Elder, Ward W. Stevens, W. H. 
Standish, A. C. Oosterhuis and Axel 
Hansen. 

The Sub-Committee Gets Busy 

This committee immediately tack- 
led the problem and have laid the 
ground work for far-reaching action 
in the promotion of knowledge of 
what really constitutes ideal Holstein 
type. The various members of the 
committee first will keep on the look- 
out for animals embodying what they 
consider to be ideal features. One 
animal may have ideal shoulders, 
-amother an ideal head and the third 
an ideal rump. Pictures will be taken 
“bringing out these ideal points most 
effectively and the pictures from all 
of the members of the committee will 

be assembled and the whole commit- 

tee will go over them and decide which 
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picture best exemplifies in each detail 
the ideal in Holstein conformation. An 
artist will then) make a composite 
painting embodying these ideal feat- 
tures taken from the various photo- 
graphs. From this painting a sculptor 
will prepare a clay model, both paint- 
ing and clay model being rounded into 
perfection under the direct super- 
vision of the committee.

Twenty Great Sons of Great Dams 


By A. W. PETERSEN 








ANY things have been written 
M about the great bulls of the 

breed. Many theories that 
are sound, and some that are not so 
sound, have been advanced, tending to 
show why these bulls were great. We 
are going to venture our opinion, 
which you may take for its worth as 
you see it. Believing that it is gen- 
erally accepted that dams transmit 
thru sons, and sires thru daughters, 
we will come to our conclusions along 
these lines. 

If the Editor sees fit to accept and 
publish this paper it may start con- 
siderable pro and con, so the writer 
is taking the privelege of starting the 
fireworks; in other words, this paper 
will take the form of arguement. We 
have tried to be fair and impartial in 
our selections but we ask the 
rest of you to bear with us in 
our lack of complete information on 
some of the great families of the east- 
ern states and a natural inclination 
toward a certain line of breeding. We 
have long been of the opinion that vi- 
tality, vigor and pronounced sex char- 
acter were essential in breeding Hol- 
stein cattle. We have suspicioned 
that youth was served to a certain ex- 
tent;that youth had the jump in the 
fusion of the chromasomes following 
conception. We set about to prove 
our theory in a very round about way 
and were pleased to find that we had 
proved it surprisingly well. At the 
start we had another bone to pick. 
Why will a cow, bred year after year 
to the same bull, get calves so differ- 
ent in conformation, producing abil- 
ity and transmitting power? Why do 
we rarely see two full brothers or full 
sisters come to the same end? (the ex- 
ception is twins). We think that this 
paper answers these questions. How- 
ever, do not take us too seriously 
Choose whatever family you are par- 
tial to, put your findings down on pa- 
per, study them carefully and you will 


find, all things being equal, that the 
first born full brother and full sister 
will have the edge on all future calves 
resulting from the same union. 

Sixty sires of great producing daugh- 
ters were chosen. Some preference 
was shown to those that had sired 
great sons as well. As this paper has 
to do with great sons of great dams, 
those from inferior or unknown dams 
were eliminated. The next cut was 
made on a basis of what we will take 
the liberty to call “true” prepotency; 
that is, sire to daughters—dam to son. 
By this comparison the bulls that 
sired daughters that were unlike 
sires dam were eliminated. One of 
the most glaring examples is King 
Korndyke Sadie Vale, who evidently 
threw calves back to his sire’s dam, 
Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d; certainly 
not without credit, but at the same 
time inconsistent with true prepotent- 
cy. In the case of a few truly great 
bulls where the get resembled sire’s 
sire’s dam, we find that the line of 
prepotency has a tendency to peter out 
in the next generation or two. We 
find that the families that carry 02 
thru generation after generation were 
conceived and founded along well de 
fined lines, consistent with true prepo 
tency, and its members cease to car- 
ry on only when vigor and vitality 
are overlooked or set aside. 

We finally decided on the twenty 
bulls whose names follow. The first 
ten are placed in the order of prefer- 
ence, the remaining ten at random. 
The ages given are those of parents at 
time of service that produced the great

Sires—From yearlings to 4-yr.-olds, av- 
eraging 2 yrs., 1 mo., 6 days. 175% 
were two years or under. 

Dams—From yearlings to 12-yr.-olds, av- 
eraging exactly’ five years. 

We seem to have proved something 
in the above table that we should be 
able to nail down. Our first conclu- 
sion is that the line of prepotency 
that carries thru generation after gen- 
eration is founded by the male calf 
resulting from the union of a great 
foundation cow of any age, and a 
vigorous young male. Vigor and vi- 
tality are prime but if you will look 
further you will find that the sires of 
these great bulls, without exception, 
were bred along producing lines. 

What influence did the sire have in 
determining the makeup of the calf? 
What was the dam’s influence? Can 
the chromosomes of the male set any 
factor or characteristic in the result- 
ant calf, to the exclusion of influence 
of the chromosomes of the female, or 
vice versa? In the case of these 
great bulls, it is our opinion that both 
sire and dam exercised an influence on 
every factor and characteristic: the 
influence of each being one of degree. 
But at the same time it is apparent 
that the chromosomes of the dam were 
dominant and those of the sire neu- 
tral or regulating, if not recessive, 
with that factor in the fusion of the 
cells having to do with transmitting 
production. In view of the prepon- 
derance of figures tending to show 
that it is true, we assume that the 
factor having to do with transmitting 
vigor and vitality was contributed to 
the makeup of the son by the sire. 


Practically all of these bulls are the 
result of out-crosses. One exception 
is Duchess Ormsby Piebe Burke. The 
foundation cow, Piebe, appears in his 
Pedigree twice; once on the sire’s 
side, in the 6th generation, and once 
on the dam’s side, in the 4th genera- 
tion, This is no nearer to line-breed- 
ing than Ole Christemsum’s contem- 
plated experiment, which was outlined 
to the writer as follows—“Buy 15 cows 
of the De Kol family. Be sure they 
are yenuine, sure-nuf De Kols. Be 
sure there are at least 7 De Kols in 
the bull’s pedigree.

Regarding Double Record In Semi-Official Testing 





E HAVE given this subject con- 

W siderable thought as we are 

doing considerable semt-offi- 
cial testing. We are brought in close 
contact with the subject, and have 

taken this matter up with Mr. M. H. 
Gardner, superintendent of Advanced 
Registry on two or three different oc- 
casions and find that he does not 
agree with us regarding the double 
entry. . 

We know Mr. Gardner to be sincere 
in the belief that if cows competing 
under the new rules with the calving 
requirement in the 305-day division 
being reported both in the ten months 
and year would be a detriment to the 
new 305-day division, as he explains 
that this was true under the old rules 
with no calving requirements. 

We think there is very little chance 
of this happening under the new rules 
where it requires a cow to bring a 
live calf within fourteen months from 
her previous calving date. As the rule 
stands at the present time if a cow 
continues for more than 305 days she 
cannot be reported in the tem months 
class even though she does meet the 
requirements, therefore it is necessa- 
ry to stop the cow exactly at 305 days 
in order to have the record accepted 
in the 305-day division, and if she is 
bred to meet the requirements at just 
around the fourteenth month, she 
might be just a little over 14 months 
or it might be just a little under the 
14 months, but the breeder must take 
his own chance. If something would 
happen just before her calving date 
and she would lose her calf this would 
prevent her from being reported in 
this division, while if the cow could 
have been carried on for the balance 
of the year she would have quite a 
creditable year record. 

We cannot see why a cow that 
makes a 305-day record should 
not be allowed to also qualify in the 
year record work; if she meets the 
calving requirements the record 
would be all the more creditable to 
her. It is some times hard to ‘tell 
whether a cow will freshen within 
the fourteen months period as one is 
not always sure when she will freshen 
if she has been bred more than once. 
A good many cows are known to 
have been bred two or three times af- 
ter they were in calf. 

We cannot see where there would 
be any danger in lessening the interest 
in the ten months division by allow- 
‘ng a cow to run for the year as the 
requirements will take care of this, 
and under the old rule where no calv- 
ing requirements were demanded it 
was a different thing as the breeder 
who wished to carry his cow over for 
pad or nearly so in order to make a 
re egy record would then be hav- 
on € advantage in competition with 

© breeder who was breeding his 
tre regularly for the ten months di- 

Sion, but this would not be the case 


under the present ruling. In order 
to compete in the 305-day class they 
must freshen within fourteen months 
and if this rule is not changed it is 
going to keep a good many good cows 
from having credit for large records 
and cause considerable loss of rec- 
ords to the owner who breeds his cows 
to qualify under the calving require- 
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ments, but who are disappointed when 
the fourteen months are up. 

For the reasons given I would like 
to see a change made so that a cow 
that does meet the calving require- 
ments in the ten months division 
could also have credit for her year’s 
production providing her owner 
wished to run her for the full year.

these men visited the Hood Farm and saw a 
number of the noted animals which were then 
on that farm. Mr. Rumery was then looking 
for a herd sire. The next day at Mr. Pike’s 
suggestion Mr. Rumery and he went to North 
Andover to see the herd owned by Mr. Poor. 
As they walked into the barn the first animal 
they saw was the herd sire, which weighed 
about 2500 Ibs. This was a great eye-opener 
for the fishermen from Lubec, for they had 
never seen cattle of such size. While there 
Mr. Pike purchased three heifer calves, one 
for his brother and one for a neighbor, and 
one for himself. He paid $25 for two of the 
heifer calves and $50 for the calf which he 
bought for himself. The calf which he pur 
chased was Queen Shepard which became the 
foundation cow of his present herd, and of 
many other herds of that vicinity. The broth- 
er’s calf was killed at two years of age in 
pasture by dogs. The calf bought for the 
neighbor lived to be 13 years old but never gave 
birth to a heifer calf. Queen Shepard lived 
to be 20 years old and gave birth to eight 
heifers and four bulls. It is interesting to 
note at this time that Mr. Rumery, the Jersey 
breeder bought a bull calf from Queen Shep 
ard and finally built up a good grade herd 
of Holsteins. Seven of Queen Shepard's 
daughters were tested.

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A Valuable Pennsylvania Exhibit

For several years, at the State 
Farm Products Show, Harrisburg, Pa., 
the Agricultural Extention Department 
of the Pennsylvania State College, co- 
operating with the State Show com- 
mittee, has put on an educational dairy 
cattle exhibit. Various, features of 
dairy cattle improvement have 
been brought out, such as cow-test- 
ing assoc“tions, bull associations, in- 
creased milk production, through the 
use of a well bred bull and the value 
of a foundation cow in building up a 
future herd. These exhibits were 
striking because in all cases, the actu- 
al animals were taken to Harrisburg, 
where they could: be examined by 


thousands of farmers attending the 
show. 

Last year, the exhibit was _ built 
around King Korndyke Sadie Vale 


20th, a Holstein bull owned by the 
State Hospital Farm, Warren, Pa. He 
was sired by King Korndyke Sadie 
Vale and out of a cow that made a 
very creditable record. This bull 
was purchased at four weeks of age. 
At the time of the State Show he had 
four daughters which for the most 
part, had completed yearly records as 
two and three-year-olds. Their dams 
had yearly records as mature cows. 
This offered a chance for accurate 
comparison. The State Hospital co- 
operated with the Pennsylvania State 
College and this bull, together with 
his four daughters and their dams, 
were exhibited. 


The average production of the four 
daughters was 12,200 pounds of milk 
and 433 pounds of fat, as two and 
three-year-olds, while the average pro- 
duction of the four dams as mature 
cows was but 9,445 pounds of milk and 
304 pounds of fat. This shows an in- 
crease in one generation of 2,754 
pounds of milk and 129 lbs. of fat, or 
an increase of 30 per cent in milk pro- 
duction and 42 per cent. in fat pro- 
duction. It must be remembered too 
that the daughters’ records were made 
at two and three years of age while 
the dams represent mature cows. By 
estimating the daughters’ records as 
mature cows (adding 20 per cent. to 3- 
year-old record) we find an average 
increase of 55 per cent in milk pro- 
duction and 70 per cent. in fat. 


The four daughters represent all the 
daughters of this bull that had prac- 
tically completed yearly records at 
that time. The increase is all the 
more striking when we consider the 
fact that the dams averaged over 
9,000 Ibs. of milk and 304 Ibs. of fat. 
One would expect an even higher in- 
crease by the use of a bull like this 
on ordinary grade or scrub cows. 

In conclusion it might be stated that 
there was considerable improvement 
in the type of the daughters as com- 
pared with their dams. 

In the dairy cattle exhibit this year 
the problem worked out was the value 
of a good foundation cow in building 
up aherd. Three foundation cows of 
the Holstein, Guernsey and Jersey 
breeds were shown together with their 
offspring. These cattle were selected 


from herds in the Grove City commu- 
nity. The Grove City Accredited Cat- 
tle Show and Sales Association as- 
sisted in this.exhibit. 

The Holsteins were represented by 
the foundation cow, Silverena Urma- 
gelsche De Kol, with her two daugh- 
ters, one son and two granddaughters. 
In 1917, Paul Searing, an eleven year 
old boy of the Grove City Community, 
joined a Holstein calf club. He pur- 
chased the above cow at eight months 
old for $90.00, borrowing the money 
from the Grove City National Bank. 
The original cow, together with her 
offspring are valued today at $1,425. 
This is a result of the original $90.00 
investment. 


This however, is not all the story. 
The boy got Mr. Searing, his father, 
interested in purebred Holsteins. He 
had ordinary farm cattle, but now has 
a herd of over twenty purebred ani- 
mals, which he values at six thousand 
dollars. The present herd sire is 
King Pride Fayne De Kol No. 295955, 
whose dam has a semi-official record 
of 19,475 pounds of milk and 970 lbs. 
of butter in 305 days. His sire’s dam 
produced 28,403 pounds of milk and 
1470.59 pounds of butter in a year. 

In- April 1918, Harry B. Edeburn 
purchased the Guernsey heifer, Im- 
ported Belle of Guernsey Home Farm 
for $300.00, Some of his neighbors 
thought that he was well on the way 
to bankruptcy. However, he had his 
herd tested for tuberculosis under the 
accredited herd plan, and used care 
in selection of this heifer, and was 
sure he was not making a mistake. 
The Guernseys in the exhibit repre- 
sented the female offspring from this 
cow he purchased as a heifer. He val- 
ues them at $1305.00, consisting of the 
original cow, two daughters and two 
granddaughters. One of the daugh- 
ters dropped a heifer calf during the 
show. Besides the females the old 
cow dropped two bull calves, which 
were sold for 50 and 65 dollars each. 
They are heading herds in the vicini- 
ty of Grove City. Mr. Edeburn is now 
an enthusiastic purebred breeder. A 
grandson of Ne Pius Ultra now heads 
his herd, out of a cow that produced 
526 pounds of fat in Class E E. 

The six Jersey cows exhibited were 
offspring of Millie’s Idelpha No. 358,- 
154, from the herd of W. H. Davis of 
Grove City. Unfortunately, “Millie” 
died a month before the show. Her 
enlarged picture was placed in the 
stall she would have occupied. At 
her death she had four daughters and 
two granddaughters. Three of the 
daughters and one_- granddaughter 
have register of merit records. She 
also has two sons and four grand- 
sons. The total value of her off- 
spring was $3700.00 

It does not require a large invest- 
ment to build up a purebred herd of. 
cattle as was illustrated by this ex- 
hibit. Buy a purebred foundation cow 
or heifer and let that start your herd. 
Start in a small way, but be sure you 
start with something good. One can 
reasonably expect fifty per cent. hei- 
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fer calves and it won't 
years to build up a herd 
lay of capital.

lent to 1057.28 lbs. of butter, accord- 
ing to the figures compiled by the De- 
partment of Dairy Husbandry. There 
are now eleven cows in Nebraska that 
have records of more than 1000 Ibs. 
of butter in a year. Ten of these 
are Holsteins and one a Jersey; Allie 
Lincoln ranking seventh in the Hol- 
stein list. 


It was expected that she would 
some day rank well among the state 
leaders in milk and butterfat produc- 
tion. Blood will tell. She carries 
some of the best blood-lines the Uni- 
versity ever had. Her sire, Prince 
Ormsby Mercedes De Kol 47008 was 
a son of Sir Ormsby Hengerveld De 
Kol 31212, one of whose sons sired 
Duchess Skylark Ormsby 124514, who 
held the world’s record for butterfat 
production for six years. Prince has 
but three daughters in the University 
herd, all from cows with unusually 
good records. It is interesting to note 
that in spite of that fact all have de- 
cided increases in production over 
their dams. One of these, La Verna 
Lincoln 227365, holds the state rec- 
ord in Nebraska for butterfat and but- 
ter production with 29,555 Ins. of milk 
containing 1048.5 lbs. of butterfat 
equal to 1310.6 lbs. of butter.

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Deficiencies in the Ration 


It is our contention that man 

of abortion are due to denehentnn it 
the ration and nothing more; the tests 
that were begun at the University of 
Wisconsin in 1907 have proved beyond 
a shadow of doubt that certain rations 
will only make possible a very indif- 
ferent reproduction in cattle: man 
authorities tried for many years ml 
prove that these animals were affected 
with the abortion germ which caused 
the trouble. It has been proved be 
yond doubt. that such was not the case 
and that it was deficiency of the min- 
eral matter content or inorganic por- 
tion of the ration. Early in this test 
it was thought that possibly vitamines 
a new discovery at that time, was lack- 
ing in these rations and that for this 
reason the animals were not able to 
successfully reproduce young. Sub- 
stances rich in these elements were 
added but the results were practically 
the same as before. It was later 
found that it was mineral matter that 
was lacking and when this was sup 
plied there was a very notable im- 
provement in the animals and they 
carried their young to full time. 


Abortion Due to Improper Nutrition 


Noted authorities have been able to 
trace serious outbreaks of abortion to 
no other cause than that of a deficient 
ration. It is said by some of our best 
authorities that whole herds have 
aborted and no other cause could be 
ascribed for it. I have personally had 
letters from many breeders who are 
positive from experience in their own 
herds that the larger portion of their 
breeding troubles was due to no other 
cause. I have also had letters from 
other breeders who tell me that they 
have in many cases a number of ani- 
mals that will not breed and could 
assign no other reason than a defi- 
ciency in the ration; in many cases 
there have, up until this time, been no 
abortions and in many cases, no 
indications of trouble of this nature. 

It is a fact that feeds or plant growth 
will vary as to its inorganic content 
from year to year due to the season; 
as great a difference as 37 per cent 
in the calcium or lime content has 
been observed from one year to an- 
other. It stands to reason, then, that 
there will be some changes in the ant 
mal consuming this feed. 

While the production of our better 
herds has made rapid strides during 
the past several years, yet very few 
changes have been made in our feed- 
ing methods. We have discovered the 
value of high protein feeds for dairy 
cattle but it is a well known fact that 
such feeds are unusually high in inor- 
ganic food material or mineral matter. 
Among such feeds we have but to men- 
tion cottonseed meal and linseed oil 
meal; among the forages we have al- 
falfa and clover hay. As 4 general 
rule, high protein feeds are rich in 
mineral matter or inorganic elements, 
while carbohydrates or fats are very 
low in this constituent. Large amounts 
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wheat are not good for 
ome Other livestock unless they 
properly supplemented with pro- 
ll feeds rich in mineral matter. 
aie fitted for showing are fre- 
— found to be sterile or conceive 
que ith difficulty. This can be at- 
tributed only to the feed received. 


The Part‘Infection Plays in Abortion 


1 am of the opinion that while in- 
fection plays @ very important part in 
gome cases, I am also convinced that 
if we could avoid errors in nutrition 
we could almost eliminate abortion 
from our herds, as it appears that the 
infection is a secondary factor that be- 
comes active only after the animal, 
being improperly nourished, has be- 
come @ suitable medium for its de 
yelopment. Some authorities who do 
not want to recognize the possibility 
of a deficient ration as a causative 
factor for abortion advance the theory 
that many abortions occur within a 
short time after conception takes place 
and for this reason they are not ob- 
served; in their judgment this ac- 
counts for the fact that many cows 
are sterile and nq reason can be 
found for it. I am rather of the opin- 
ion that the changes that take place 
in the reproductive organs are primar- 
ily brought about by a deficient ration 
and that the animal does not conceive 
for this reason, and while the uterus 
and its appendages are in such a weak- 
ened state the infection that is al- 
ways present has an opportunity to 
develop. This seems to me ‘to be a 
much more plausible explanation of 
the cause of this condition than that

and I think very satisfactorily in this 
manner: The vagina as well as the 
sheath of the bull is always infested 
with a large number of various dis- 
ease germs and during the act of copu- 
lation they gain access to the female 
and are carried into the uterus during 
the oestrual period. Those who are 
familiar with the breeding organs of 
cattle and especially of heifers and 
cows will note that the membrane of 
the vagina is very susceptible to in- 
fection. The writer has under treat- 
ment at this time a number of young 
animals in which there is an inflam- 
mation of the vaginal mucous mem- 
brane; at times this gets very dark 
red in color and shows all evidence of 
being due to a mixed infection. This 
condition is very prevalent in well 
bred dairy herds and can doubtless be 
attributed to the same causes as given 
above. It is not difficult to under- 
stand that if the reproductive organs 
are constantly infested with a mixed 
lot of germ life it is a comparatively 
simple matter for them to find their 
way into the uterus of the animal 
where they set up an inflammation. 
When the resistance of the membrane 
lining the uterus is lowered through a 
faulty ration the germ life makes suf- 
ficient development to bring about the 
changes that cause the abortion. It 
is not unreasonable to think that in 
many cases this infection may be dor- 
mant or inactive especially as long as 
the resistance of the animal is nor- 
mal. It is my contention that if the 
resistance can be kept up this avenue 
of infection will he eliminated and 
practically all abortions prevented. 


Unanswered Questions 


The questions that cannot be ex- 
plained satisfactorily when discussing 
abortion from the specific germ theory 


are these: Why does abortion increase 
rather than decrease in extent when 
we seem to know the causative factor 
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and should know methods 
war cal be placed under control? 
y the abortion germ 
through the cow’s body ; d 
traces of changes = bean a. 
Why will the abortion germ sesninne 
the cow to the foetus while ee 
: other 
germs do not? Why do we have a 
greater percentage of abortions in 
young animals than in older ones? 
W hy will the disease run its course 
in a short while with little or no in- 
terference? Why will a germ that is 
so mild in its action as the abortion 
germ and which will not produce any 
symptoms of disturbance in the cow 
bring about the death of the foetus? 
Why do only a small percentage of 
cows that react to the blood test for 
this condition abort? If this germ 
causes the abortion why will it not 
cause a greater number of abortions 
when a culture is injected into the 
pregnant animal? Yet we know that 
only a part of such animals will abort 
and we have no evidence to show but 
what they might abort if many other 
cultures of germ life were injected. 
Theories are of little or no value 
until we can interpret them in terms 
of successful application in ordinary 
herds and under the usual conditions 
in which cattle qre kept; the specific 
germ theory of abortion up to this 
time has been a failure so far as prac 
tical results go and it is up to us to 
direct our energies along different 
lines if we would get results. At this 
time the application of recent knowl- 
edge along the line of nutrition seems 
to promise us the best results. 





Hubam Clover

as a Field Crop

a field crop has increased great- 

ly during the past year. Numer- 
ous articles, mostly speculative, re- 
lating to the place and value of Hu- 
bam clover, have appeared in the agri- 
cultural press. Experiment stations 
that have tested the crop are in most 
cases reluctant to pass judgment on 
the possible place of Hubam as a re- 
sult of a single year’s trial. Many 
farmers, who grew the crop last year, 
are enthusiastic over its performance 
as a quick growing hay, pasture and 
soil improvement crop. On the other 
hand, a number report failure to get 
a stand and slow growth during the 
spring and early summer months 
which failed to keep back weeds. On 
the whole, the evidence gained by a 
close study of reports of experiments 
and field trials is favorable to Hubam 
as a crop of value, but it has not yet 
been demonstrated that it will fill the 
great place in agriculture originally 
claimed for it by its most enthusiastic 
sponsors. It must be kept in mind 
that it has taken over a quarter of a 
century of experimental work and 
field testing to put alfalfa on a de- 
pendable basis. We are just begin- 
ning to understand the use and value 
of such crops as sweet clover and 
soybeans. Sufficient seed of Hubam 
for extensive trial purposes was not 


TT? interest in Hubam clover as 


available until last year. It must also 
be considered that the past year was 
a disastrous one for spring seedings 
in most northern states, clover fail- 
ures being quite general. 

At the Chatham Sub-station in the 
Upper Peninsula of Michigan several 
tests were made on a field scale of 
Hubam seeded alone at the rate of 
twelve pounds per acre, with barley 
at the rate of twelve pounds per 
acre, and with field peas at the same 
rate. G. W. Putman tn charge of 
these experiments estimated that a 
vield of one and one-half tons of hay 
were secured where seeded alone. 
After peas were removed the Hubam 
made rapid growth during the re 
mainder of the summer and produced 
approximately one and one-quarter 
tons per acre. The growth was, 
however, turned under. Where seed- 
ed with barley the Hubam made @ 
heavy growth of over two feet in 
height and was turned under for green 
manuring purposes in the fall. At 
Chatham sufficient rainfall occured 
during spring and early summer for 
good results with clover seedings. 

In experiments at the Michigan 
Agricultural College the Hubam ap- 
parently suffered greatly from late 
spring and summer drought. Cc: & 
Megee in reporting this experiment 
stated that Hubam yielded 1.36 tons 
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acre of very weedy hay, 60 per 
peing foxtail = gen weeds.

As it now stands, it is conceded 
that Hubam is one of the best honey 
crops, giving a large yield of nectar 

r acre, which makes honey of ex- 
ceptional clearness and quality It 
has also been demonstrated that it 
ig of value for seeding with small 
grains in order to provide for pasture 
or a substantial growth to be turned 
under for soil improvement. Whether 
or not it is more valuable in this re- 
gard than the white biennial clover 
has not been proven. There is evidence 
also that during a season of average 
rainfall good yields of valuable hay 
can be expected from seedings made 
without companion crops in the 
spring. 

During the past year seed growers 
of the Michigan Crop Improvement 
Association produced a large supply 
of seed which passed careful field 
inspection. The yields in the fields 
averaged four bushels per acre, the 
largest yield per acre reported was 
from Bad Axe, being sixteen and two- 
thirds bushels in the hull. This large 
supply of certified Hubam seed is 
being hulled, cleaned and scarified by 
the Seed Department of the Michigan 
State Farm Bureau, Lansing, Mich 
Owing to the fact that the seed of 
Hubam and biennial sweet clover are 
identical in appearance, it is im- 
portant that certified Hubam or seed 
from an assured source be secured. 

This large supply of Hubam seed 
now on hand provides ample op- 
portunity for the adequate testing of 
this new crop on the field scale by a 
large number of farmers, under vary- 
ing conditions. 

Hubam for Forage Purposes 

In seeding Hubam for hay pasture 
and soil improvement purposes it is 
recommended that it be seeded at the 
rate of from twelve to fifteen pounds 
of seed per acre with wheat, rye, oats 
or barley, just as clover is seeded. 
Seedings may also be made without 


per 
cent 
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a companion crop in_early spring at 
the same rate. 

Culture for inoculating the seed 
may be secured from the Department 
of Bacteriology of the Michigan Agri- 
cultural College, East Lansing. The 
price is twenty-five cents per bottle 
and one bottle contains sufficient 
material to inoculate a bushel of seed. 

Hubezm clover seed can now be ob- 
tained at a special price which will 
make it possible for many interested 
farmers to give this new crop a trial 
for forage purposes on a field scale. 

Hubam for Seea 

In growing Hubam for seed pur 
poses from one to three pounds per 
acre of seed drilled in rows twenty- 
eight to thirty inches apart is suffi- 
cient. Seed should be planted on a 
clean, firmly packed seed bed which 
has been limed if the soil is acid. 
The seeding should be made in April 
or as early as possible in May. The 
use of two or three hundred pounds 
per acre of acid phosphate hastens 
maturity and increases seed yields. 
The seeding should be given clean 
cultivation and should be gone over 
thoroughly with the hoe. In the fall 
it may be harvested with the grain 
binder or corn binder. 

The value of Hubam as a seed crop 
during another season will depend 
entirely on its value under field con- 
ditions where used during the coming 
year for hay, pasture and forage pur- 
poses.

over 30 lbs. of butter, one made over 30 lbs. twice. One made a 16-lb 
record and three as three-year-olds made from 21.3 to 23.8 lbs. of 
butter. The eighth heifer was injured by dogs in pasture and 
slaughtered. 

Mr. Pike’s first experience in testing cows is very interesting. One 
time while he was at Farmers’ Week he met another of Maine’s well- 
known breeders and after seeing the pictures of the cattle which Mr. 
Pike owned Mr. McIntire suggested that he do some testing and 
finally upon returning home, Mr. Pike. decided that he would test. Mr. 
Pike states that he thought he had the cows well fitted, for he had fed 
them well on cottonseed meal, and middlings. (A pretty tough ration to 
feed test cows.) One of the first cows tested was Lady Shepard De 
Kol. At nine years of age she made 31.62 lbs. of butter and 570.30 Ibs. 
of milk. This cow had never been fed a balanced ration until the 
tester, who was a University of Maine student suggested a mixture 
which would make a balanced ration. Th‘s cow received this ration 
after the preliminary milking was made, and the test was only carried 
on for 28 milkings for the tester, a senior of “Maine” had to return to 
prepare for commencement. It is fair to state that these fine good 
records were made in spite of the feeding rather than because of it.

Pearl Bismarck Canary 2d recently 
completed a 365 day record of 1129.07 
Ibs. butter from 27,816.8 lbs. milk at 5 
years, 11 months, 15 days of age in the 
herd of William H. Riemer of Wau- 
toma, Wis. This great cow 
made her record in just every day 
dairy style, having the conveniences 
of no fancy equipment in the barn. 
No commercial rations were employed 
in making this record as just ordin- 
ary, common farm rations were used. 
Pearl was kept in the barn during the 
entire test except one hour per day 
for exercise. She gained 1£0 lbs. in 
weight during her year’s work and 
showed a total profit of $306.91 above 
the cost of feed. In figuring the net 
profit, 1129.07 lbs. butter was figured 
at forty cents per pound, making 
$451.63, while 26,913 lbs. skim milk 
at twenty-five cents per hundred- 
weight brought $67.28, making a total 
of $518.91 for butter and skim milk. 
Pearl consumed four and one-half 
tons of concentrates, costing: $135, 
two tons of alfalfa hay, totaling $52, 
and eight and one-quarter tons of si- 
lage, costing $25, making the total 
feed cost $212. This left a net profit 
of $306.91. 

The past year there were 1,084 Hol- 
stein cows on test in Wisconsin and 
of this number Pearl Bismarck Can- 
ary 2d ranks sixteenth. She is sired 
by Brightview Alban Segis No. 78862, 
a son of King Pietertje Segis, out of 
Aaggie Alban Shadeland with 30.52 
Ibs. butter from 616 Ibs. milk in seven 
days at five years, ten months of age, 
and a 30-day record of 122.30 Ibs. but- 
ter from 2,554.8 lbs. milk in 30 days. 
The dam of “Pearl” is Pearl Bismarck 
Canary, an almost 18-lb. three-year- 
old granddaughter of Canary Paul. 
Pearl Bismarck Canary 2d has a sev- 
en-day record at the beginning of her 
big year’s record of 27.91 lbs. butter 
from 649.6 lbs. milk.

Another good cow in Mr. Riemer’s 
herd, Daisy Bonheur Lyons Pontiac 
No. 298692, has completed a 365-day 
record of 901.73 lbs. butter and 24,- 
391.3 lbs. milk at six years, 21 days 
of age. At the beginning of her lac- 
tation period, she made 22.36 Ibs. but- 
ter from 511.8 lbs. milk in her best 
seven days. She is sired by Sir Ly- 
ons Pontiac, a son of Sir Pontiac Rag 
Apple Korndyke, out of a 20-lb. two- 
year-old daughter of King Segis Hen- 
gerveld. Figuring that the butterfat 
produced was worth forty cents per 
pound and the skim milk twenty-five 
cents per hundredweight, Daisy Bon- 
heur Lyons Pontiac returned a net 
profit above the cost of feed of $237.86 
for the year.

In the morning a judging 
contest was held, demonstrating the 
value of cow-testing work. At noon, 
a larger barbecue was held which was 
enjoyed by about 300 people. In the

In justice to one of the great fam- 
ilies of the Jersey breed, we are pub- 
lishing a few corrections to a story 
appearing in a recent issue of the 
World entitled, “Three Record Break- 
ing Full Sisters,” which was a story 
of the work of the three daughters of 
Lady Volga Colanthus in the George 
Young herd at Manhattan, Kans. It 
will be remembered that these three 
cows recently completed year records 
averaging 1054.85 lbs. butter from 26,- 
000 Ibs. milk, which we claimed was 
a world’s record milk average for three 
full sisters and the second highest 
butter average for a similar group. 

Both these statements still stand 
but a few other statements which we 
made will not hold in the light of 
what we have just learned of the 
three great Jersey full sisters, Sophie’s 
Bertha, Sophie’s Emily, and Sophie’s 
Deborah. 

We said that the three full sisters 
in the Young herd were the only three 
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full sisters of any bree 

we knew, all above 00 ae roth 
overlooking the fact that the three 
Sophies just mentioned are all 1000. 
Ib. cows, although their average js 
not as high as that of the three Lad 
Volga daughters. We also said that 
the three had made eight year rec. 
ords with an average of 22,789 ibs 
milk containing 907.21 lbs.’ butter 
which we also believed was a world’s 
record average for any number of 
full sisters. This is true as regards 
the milk production, but we find the 
three Sophies have made nine records 
at an average age of three years 
eight months that average over 965 
lbs. butter. We might also add that 
four full sisters, daughters of the Jer.

The first four daughters tested as 
junior two-year-olds from our King 
Colantha Ormsby Bess bull are mak- 
ing wonderful records. One of them 
milked seventy pounds a day and the 
other three all over 75 lbs. and two 
of them 80 lbs. a day their best day, 
which is really sensational. They 
have made from 17.5 to 23.22 lbs. but- 
ter in seven days as junior two-year- 
olds. 

These records were not all made in 
our herd but some of them were made 
in the herd of E. A. Barthelemy of 
St. Cloud, who purchased these heif- 
ers in our county sale here last spring. 
One of the heifers that Mr. Barthel- 
emy has milked, in the first five 
months produced 10,500 Ibs. milk, and 
they are hoping to break the world’s 
record in this division with her. 

Mankato Segis Ormsby Bess, the 
King daughter, that made over 23 Ibs. 
butter, freshened at our farm at two 
years and three months. She had a 
very hard time at cafving. It took a 
veterinary surgeon and three men to 
get the calf. We did not expect her 
to do much, however, she milked 78 
lbs. a day and made over 23.22 Ibs. 
butter in seven days. She is milking 
about 75 lbs. a day in ner third month. 
Her best seven days milk production 
was 510.4 Ibs. 

We have two other daughters of 
King that will freshen in about 30 
days, and we are looking for some- 
thing good from them. We also have 
several younger daughters that will 
not freshen until next fall. We feel 
that we suffered a very heavy loss 
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by the death of this young bull. He 
died a year ago last fall at the State 
University Farm where we had 
shipped him for treatment after he 
had been ailing for several months. 
After his death he was posted and it 
was found he had what was called 
Lump-jaw of the stomach, having large 
hard lumps in his stomach of prac- 
tically the same formation as the 
lumps that form on the jaws of cat- 
tle. Dr. Boyd, our state veterinarian, 
stated that they could find only one 
case on record of this same kind and 
this was in Switzerland. 

Nine dams of King Colantha Ormsby 
Bess averaged over 1000 lbs. butter 
in a year. He was a strong bred Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes-Spring 
Brook Bess Burke bull, and since his 
daughters are commencing to be test- 
ed, we now realize what we have lost. 
None of his daughters were in milk 
when he died.

The National Dairy Council in its 
various campaigns finds that one of 
the best ways to determine the effec- 
tiveness of the educational work is to 
check up on the increased sales of 
milk. 

Before beginning a campaign the 
National Dairy Council takes a sur- 
vey of the amount of milk being con- 
sumed. Then at the close of the cam- 
paign, or after the campaign has been 
going three to six months, another 
survey is taken to determine what has 
actually happened in the milk plants 
and in the homes. 

The following figures show the six 
plants located in one of the campaign 
cities and their total sales before and 
after the campaign:

NOTHER star is added to the 

map in our office showing the 

counties in the state having 
county Holstein Associations as Mil- 
waukee county joins the ranks of those 
organized. Of the seventy-one counties 
in the state there are but ten without 
actively working enthusiastic local 
units and these ten are almost en- 
tirely located in the extreme northern 
part of the state where development is 
now under way.

great majority of cases. In 

of the ten highest kerds we find = 
one animal of other breed than ours, 
The highest producing herd is a 
Holstein with 112.1 Ibs. of fat for the 
month while the lowest is also a Hol- 
stein with 83.5 lbs. fat for the month 
In the case of high cows all of the 
ten leaders are Holstein. The high 
cow with a production of 64.2 Ibs. fat 
for the month and the lowest with 52,1 
Ibs. All figures are based on two 
milkings a day and give an idea of 
the wonderful producing ability of the 
Black and White cow under plain, or. 
dinary, every day farm conditions. 
This is worthwhile comparison be- 
cause it is on the butterfat basis that 
Wisconsin dairymen are paid for their 
milk in these days. It would seem 
as if the Holstein owners were getting 
the sizeable checks at the end of the 
month even though these checks are 
being issued by butter, cheese, con- 
densing or skimming plants.
